Woman in 
stolen car 
killed in 
cop chase

A woman who was a pas¬ 
senger in a stolen car is 
dead after it reportedly 
struck another vehicle 
slammed into a tree 
during a high-speed police 
chase along 118 Avenue 
near 55 Street yesterday 
morning. 

Police say they first 
received a report of a 
stolen vehicle near 15 
Street and 118 Avenue 
through OnStar, a 
subscription-based 
communications service 
that provides in-vehicle se¬ 
curity using GPS. 

City cops made contact 
with the stolen vehicle at 
around 9:30 a.m., but it 
drove away at a high rate 
of speed, police said. 

Police continued their 
chase down 118 Avenue 
where it’s believed the car 
hit another vehicle from 
behind, sending the car 
across the median and in¬ 
to a tree, say investigators. 

The woman was 
pronounced dead on scene 
while two other males in 
the car, including the driv¬ 
er, were taken to hospital. 

“The vehicle had actual¬ 
ly come to a stop,” 

Insp. Grep Alcorn said to 
reporters yesterday, about 
the first contact police 
made with the car. “We 
were attempting to box it 
in, but they found a route.” 

Police Chief Mike Boyd 
has asked the province’s 
Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team to investi¬ 
gate the collision, 
confirmed police spokes¬ 
woman Patricia Thenu.

Minus double-digit 
temperatures didn’t keep 
thousands of Edmonton 
families indoors yesterday 
as they crowded many 
outdoor Family Day events 
across the city. 

Hundreds poured into 
Churchill Square to spend 
time with their families as 
they watched outdoor 
dances while sipping hot 
chocolate during the city’s 
Winteriight Festival while 
temperatures hovered 
around -15 C. 

“People in Edmonton 
won’t let the weather bog 
them down — this is the 
climate that we live in,” 
said Talia Morrissey, an ex¬ 
ecutive assistant with the 
Winteriight Festival. 

“The cold shouldn’t stop 
us from living our lives.” 

Many families laced up 
their skates at the outdoor 
ice surface in front of city 
hall, while others watched 


musical performances 
around the square. 

Those who decided to es¬ 
cape the cold huddled in¬ 
side a teepee in front of a 
warm campfire while oth¬ 
ers watched dance troupes 
inside city hall. 

Kids were running and 
laughing outside at the 
square, enjoying games 
and other activities that 
were put on at the festival. 

“Today is just a nice day 
to go outside and keep the 
kids active,” said Katrina 
Fleming, whose three 
young children were all 
bundled up for the weath¬ 
er. “There is lots of really 
great things that the city 
puts on, and this is just re¬ 
ally nice.” 

Family Day activities 
were also happening at the 
Alberta legislature where 
hundreds of families were 
offered free tours of the 
building and magical per¬ 
formances, on top of the 
skating and wagon rides. 

“It’s Family Day,” said 
performer John E from 


Churchill Square. 

“Everyone is out here 
with warm winter coats 
and hats on, and 1 am en¬ 
joying what everyone else 
is enjoying.” 

Alberta was the first 
province in Canada to cele¬ 
brate Family Day back in 
1990 under then premier 
Don Getty. 

Getty said the holiday 


was important for Alber¬ 
tans to take time for their 
families as it’s a day to rec¬ 
ognize family values. 

Temperatures are ex¬ 
pected to reach minus sin¬ 
gle temperatures this week 
and the mercury is expect¬ 
ed to rise past the freezing 
mark by Thursday, accord¬ 
ing to Environment Cana¬ 
da.

A bill to fight gangs 

LEGISLATURE KentHehr, a jus¬ 
tice critic with the Alberta 
Liberals, will introduce a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill that 
could give police another 
tool in dealing with gangs. 

Under Bill 201, police can 
levy a maximum $25,000 
fine and suspend a driver’s 
licence if a person is found 
carrying an illegal weapon 
inside a vehicle. 

Hehr says a suspension 
and a substantial fine could 
go a long way in helping vic¬ 
tims of crime.

“Our communities are 
supposed to be places where 
we can feel safe at night. In 
many places, they’re not,” 
Sharma said, adding most 
instances of sexual assault 
are in a woman’s own home 
and 85 per cent of the time, 
a victim knows her attacker.

Teen allegedly 
slashes lO-year-old 
boy in the head 


ATTACK A 10-year-old boy 
was sent to hospital with 
non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries after a 13-year-old 
male allegedly slashed 
him in the back of the 
head in an apartment 
building in the city’s 
north end Monday. 

Police say the incident 
occurred sometime 

around 10:45 a.m. in an 
apartment building locat¬ 
ed near 119 Avenue and 
34 Street. 

Police also say a teen 
boy fled the scene and 
was later arrested near 
118 Avenue and 45 Street. 

Charges are pending 


against the 13-year-old, 
said police, not comment¬ 
ing on what kind of 
weapon was used in the 
alleged attack. 

Police won’t comment 
on whether the two boys 
were related. 

Homicide investigators 
dealt with a case last De¬ 
cember when a seven- 
year-old boy fatally 
stabbed his five-year-old 
brother in their home. 

Police never laid 
charges in the case since 
the accused “was too 
young to be held responsi¬ 
ble” for the homicide.

Afghan mission pushing army 
to the limit, commander says

Canada’s army is being 
pushed to the limit by the 
strains of keeping a 2 , 700 - 
strong military mission in 
Afghanistan, and the force 
will need at least a year to 
recover once the troops re¬ 
turn on schedule in 2011 , a 
top army commander said 
yesterday. 

Lt.-Gen. Andrew Leslie al¬ 
so told Reuters that he had 
heard nothing, either offi¬ 
cially or unofficially, to sub¬ 
stantiate media rumours 
that some of the troops 
would stay in Afghanistan 
after 2011. 

Canada has a regular 
army of just 22,000 soldiers 
with a similar-sized force of 
reserves, half of whom 


serve part time. Leslie said 
men and equipment in 
Afghanistan were wearing 
out fast and likened his job 
to juggling a chainsaw. 

“We are at the limit... we 
are now sending senior 
non-commissioned officers 
and officers back for their 
fourth tour,” he said during 
an interview at defence 
headquarters. 

“Our equipment is going 
to have to be reset, just like 
our soldiers have to be reset 


at a certain time.” 

Leslie said that once the 
troops had returned, it 
would take between 12 
and 16 months to restore 
the army’s full fighting ca¬ 
pability. 

Canada’s soldiers are 
based in the southern city 
of Kandahar, capital of a re¬ 
gion that is the heartland of 
the Taliban. There are clash¬ 
es with militants eveiy day, 
and so far 108 Canadian sol¬ 
diers have died. 


The mission comprises 
2,500 soldiers with 
around 200 personnel 
helping maintain a fleet 
of helicopters. 

Leslie said the demands 
on the army were far 
greater than just the 2,500 
troops in Afghanistan. The 
cycle of rotation meant that 
for eveiy group in Kanda¬ 
har, there were 2,500 troops 
who had just left, 2,500 
who were waiting to deploy 
and 5,000 in various stages 
of training. 

“Just about eveiy soldier 
in the army in one way, 
shape or form is intimately 
involved in the Afghan mis¬ 
sion,” he said.

B.C. A four-year-old boy was 
taken to hospital apparent¬ 
ly uninjured after surviving 
a gang-style shooting in a 
suburban neighbourhood 
in Surrey, B.C., yesterday 
that left a woman dead. 

The murdered woman 
was driving an off-white 
Cadillac coupe southbound 


through the intersection of 
148th Street and 96 Avenue 
at 10:30 a.m. when she was 
shot and killed. 

Cpl. Dale Carr, a 
spokesman for the Inte¬ 
grated Homicide Investiga¬ 
tion Team, called the at¬ 
tack “horrific” and “be¬ 
yond comprehension.” 

Investigators, he said, did 
not know the identity of 
the woman, nor her rela¬ 
tionship to the boy. 


Job losses will hit 400,000 
in 2009, economist predicts

RECESSION The evidence is 
mounting. Canadians are 
buckling down for a reces¬ 
sion by saving their money 
and wony about job loss is 
on everyone’s lips as they 
see their wealth in stocks 
and real estate diminish. 

“There are a number of 
tangible ways that people 
feel a recession,” said Beata 
Caranci, director of eco¬ 
nomic forecasting for TD 
Bank Financial Group. 

In Canada, the recession 
began in the last quarter of

2008. Between the peak of 
employment in October 
2008 and the end of 2009, 
Caranci predicts Canada 
will see 400,000 job losses. 
In January alone, Canada 
shed 129,000 jobs. 

Caranci predicts the most 
job losses will come in the 
next six months, and then 
the fiscal and economic 
stimulus provided by gov¬ 
ernments will start to take 
effect.

U.S. president's visit unlikely to stir up controversy

ne of the more 
saucy stories 
from the annals 
of foreign lead¬ 
ers visiting 
Canada came back in the 
Diefenbaker era when the 
notorious Congo leader 
Patrice Lamumba made an 
Ottawa stopover. 

Back then Canada had a 
highly religious and some¬ 
what naive external affairs 
minister in Howard 
Green. Lamumba 
had a meeting with 
him and asked at 
the close of it if 
Green could 
arrange for a girl 
to be sent over to 
his Chateau Laurier 


suite. 

Not aware of Lamumba’s 
reputation as a fornicator of 
some renown, Green 
thought he meant a stenog¬ 
rapher. Yes, of course, he 
could do that, he replied. 
The next day an unsuspect¬ 
ing typist was sent over to 
the Chateau. She entered 
the Congo leader’s room — 
and all hell broke loose. 

The late Dean Rusk, secre¬ 
tary of state in the Kennedy 
administration, told me that 
stoiy. He was trying to 
illustrate Canadians 
were sometimes 
innocents on the 
world stage. As 
an architect of / 
the Vietnam war, 
he might have 
known 


about the pitfalls of being 
naive. So might the most re¬ 
cent Bush administration. 

Vietnam and Iraq were 
two wars which made rela¬ 
tions between presidents 
and prime ministers diffi¬ 
cult at best. U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s visit here 
Thursday provides an op¬ 
portunity to set aside differ¬ 
ences and re-establish har¬ 
mony between the two 
countries. 

Canadians at this point 
see eye to eye with the new 

American president more 
so than with their own 
leader, Stephen Harper. 
The Conservative PM 
will be sure to bear this 
in mind. He has just 
had to bring in a liberal 
budget. Now he’s going 
to have to all but fall 
at the feet of a lib¬ 
eral president. 
To do otherwise 
would hardly 
benefit his pub¬ 
lic standing. 

That means 
you won’t see 


any big disagreements be¬ 
tween the U.S. president and 
the prime minister Thursday 
in what will be a short, busi¬ 
nesslike meeting. On the 
economy, on energy, on the 
environment and on 
Afghanistan, there is plenty 
of room for discord. In terms 
of the chemistiy between 
the two men, all is not the 
most promising either. One 
is dour and conservative. 
The other is eloquent and 
liberal. 

But the times and circum¬ 
stance require they find 
common ground. And so 
they will — at least for the 
time being. More awkward 
moments for the prime 
minister will be certain to 
come. One will be when lib¬ 
eral soulmate Michael Ig- 
natieff, who has close con¬ 
tacts in the Obama camp, 
travels to Washington later 
this year for a lengthy and 
most friendly get-together.

Ducks just tip of toxic tailings iceberg 


Between the time you read this and 
Syncrude’s court date March 25, oilsands 
companies will have produced another 
2,952 Olympic-sized swimming pools of 
liquid waste. 



The recent decision by the 
governments of Canada and 
Alberta to charge Syncrude 
for the death of 500 water- 
fowl on a tailings pond con¬ 
firms the seriousness of the 
environmental challenges 
facing the oilsands. 

Sadly, the ducks are just 
one of a litany of growing en¬ 
vironmental problems. In 
many ways, the heated de¬ 
bate about the magnitude of 
potential fines faced by Syn¬ 
crude and ways to stop birds 
from landing in toxic waste is 
clouding a much more im¬ 
portant issue — the absence 
of solutions to deal with the 
tailings ponds themselves. 

Tailings ponds include left¬ 
over bitumen, diluents such 


as naphtha, and toxins in¬ 
cluding naphthenic acids, 
phenolic compounds and 
ammonia. The oilsands in¬ 
dustry produces tailings at a 
staggering rate. Between the 
time you read this and Syn¬ 
crude’s court date March 25, 
oilsands companies will have 
produced another 2,952 
Olympic-sized swimming 
pools of liquid waste. This 
means everyday another 82 
Olympic pools of toxic tail¬ 
ings are created. 

More alarmingly, a recent 
report using industry data cal¬ 
culated more than four swim¬ 
ming pools of toxic tailings 
leak from the ponds into 
groimdwater and the Atha¬ 
basca River every day. Govern¬ 
ment cannot or will not re 
lease actual seepage data. 

Tailings lakes already cover 
130 square kilometres of 
northern Alberta, an area 
larger than the city of Van¬ 


couver. These should not 
have been allowed to expand 
before industry demonstrat¬ 
ed it could clean up the mess. 

Last week, the Alberta En¬ 
ergy Resources and Conserva¬ 
tion Board released a direc¬ 
tive that acknowledged oper¬ 
ators have failed to properly 
reclaim 40 years of toxic tail¬ 
ings waste. Time will tell if 
the days of volimtary man¬ 
agement are over. 

If Canada and Alberta are 
serious about dealing with 
this toxic liability, we need to 
prohibit the creation of new 
tailings ponds and halt new 
project approvals until com¬ 
panies with existing oilsands 


projects can demonstrate 
ways to extract bitumen 
without this harmful byprod¬ 
uct. 

Government must decide 
if charging Syncrude is about 
creating the illusion of action 
for the benefit of U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, or if 
they really want to reform 
the way oilsands are devel¬ 
oped. Shedding the dead 
ducks image and dirty oil tag 
will require serious changes, 
not just Band-Aid remedies.

“It’s a mistake I won’t 
make again,” the 23-year- 
old international swim¬ 
ming idol said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The Richland County 
Sheriff’s Department 
opened a drug investigation 
after the November inci¬ 
dent came to light, raising 
speculation that the 
Olympic star could end up 
facing charges. 

Sheriff Lott said Phelps 
had made a “bad decision” 
in his behaviour last year, 
but he added: “He is also hu¬ 
man and can make a mis¬ 
take.

Visnovsky contract 
an albatross for Oil 


-he Oilers’ chance 

of securing a play¬ 
off berth this year 
suffered a major 
blow when de¬ 
fenceman Lubomir Vis¬ 
novsky scheduled season¬ 
ending surgery last week 
to repair a banged-up 
shoulder. 

Injuries like that occur 
over the course of every 
NHL season. They take on 
a much more ominous 
tone, though, when they 
strike veteran players in 
the middle of long-term, 
lucrative contracts. And 
that’s exactly the kind of 
player Visnovsky is. 

Some people laughed 
(and some others just 
plain flipped out) a while 
back when 1 said the five- 
year, $2 8-million deal Vis¬ 
novsky agreed to with the 
L.A. Kings was one of the 
worst contracts signed by 
an unrestricted free agent 
in the summer of 2007. 

My reasoning at the 
time was that giving a 31- 
year-old blueliner — who

had missed 74 games in 
his previous five seasons 
— a contract averaging 
$5.5-million a year repre¬ 
sented a significant gam¬ 
ble on the part of the 
Kings. 

So 1 wasn’t at all 
shocked when GM Dean 
Lombardi dealt Visnovsky 
to Edmonton just one year 
into the deal. The Kings’ 
defence — led by emerg¬ 
ing youngsters Jack John¬ 
son, Thomas Hickey and 
Drew Doughty — didn’t 
need to pay Visnovsky big 
bucks when other players 
could do the job at a lower 
price and less risky term. 

To an extent, you can 
see why Edmonton want¬ 


ed Visnovsky; he’s been 
good to have in the dress¬ 
ing room throughout his 
career, and when he hasn’t 
been sidelined by injury, 
the Czech native has been 
a solid contributor on of¬ 
fence since the lockout 
ended in 2005. 

That said, the Oilers al¬ 
ready had a veteran, well 
compensated, offence- 
minded D-man and leader 
on board in Sheldon 
Souray before they ac¬ 
quired Visnovsky. 

And now Edmonton has 
not one, but two diminish¬ 
ing assets few (if any) 
teams will be interested in 
until the final season of 
their deals. 

Forget all the talk about 
the cumbersome nature of 
the truly massive con¬ 
tracts (i.e. Rick DiPietro’s 
12-year pact with the Is¬ 
landers) given out of late. 

As Visnovsky and others 
are proving, even half¬ 
decade deals can sour and 
stink in the blink of an 
eye.

Most people tune into the 
Academy Awards for the 
glitz, glamour and the best 
picture trophy, but for mu¬ 
sic lovers the real show is 
all about best original 
song. 

This year’s battle for Os¬ 
car is a little less fierce than 
in past years — two songs 
penned by Indian-born 
songwriter A.R. Rahman for 
Slumdog Millionare are up 
against a tune by Peter 
Gabriel from Wall-E — but 
the songs might be the 
most interesting to vie for 
the prize yet. 

That’s thanks to Rahman, 
whose songs O Saya, which

TV NBC stopped producing 
episodes of its hit To Catch 
A Predator series without 
ever really explaining why. 

Was the enormous popu¬ 
larity of the show finally 
sinking into the heads of 
would-be sex predators? Or 
perhaps it had something 
to do with the settlement 
of a $105 million lawsuit 
from the family of Bill Con- 
radt, who shot himself in 
the head as a SWAT team 
and host Chris Hansen 
waited outside his house? 

NBC now has plans to 
launch an even bolder ver¬ 
sion of the series — target¬ 
ing war criminals — indicat¬ 
ing that the latter theory 
seems less likely. Unless the 
network figures that target¬ 
ing foreign-bom individuals 
is less legally risky than 
hunting down sex predators. 

The planned show is tak¬ 
ing some criticism from 
government officials. The
